Focus on 
schools - 
and 5 other 
ways to fix 
Fort Worth

FORT WORTH 

The day of reckoning has 
come for Fort Worth, blurring 
from a distinct metropolitan city 
into the western sprawl of the 
DFW metroglob. 

A new business plan for the 
city included wakeup alarms for 
city leaders: 

e Our residents are less likely 
to have a college degree than 
Houston’s or Dallas’, and no- 
where near as well-educated as 
Denver’s or Austin’s. 

e Even our high school gradu- 
ation rate trails San Antonio’s or 
Oklahoma City’s, both working- 
class cities with a rough-and- 
tumble cowboy past.

Tax hit possible as Fort Worth 
struggles to shore up pension

FORT WORTH 
A committee addressing Fort 
Worth’s growing pension woes 
has stepped up its efforts in the 
past few months, but it appears 
members may not be any closer 
to a solution than they were two 
years ago when the group was 


put together. 

So far, about the only thing 
the nine-member committee 
can finally agree on after all 
this time is that the Fort Worth 
Employees’ Retirement Fund 
needs a financial fix. But what- 
ever the fix, Fort Worth tax- 
payers can expect to be on the 


hook for some of it. Since 1990, 


taxpayers have taken on most 
of the cost increases for contri- 


butions. 

The committee, established 
by City Manager David Cooke, 
is dealing with how to pay for a 
$1.6 billion unfunded liability 
that has mounted over the past 
25 years from questionable 
benefit decisions, investment 
losses and unmet assumptions 
on investment returns. The 
unfunded liability is the amount 
of benefits promised without
